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Turko- Grecian War, 
EDHEM PASHA. AT LARISSA. 


T was on Tuesday, the 27th of April, that the 
skilful Turkish Commander-in-Chief (of 
whom Mr. W. B. Wollen, R.I., has drawn 

a gcod equestrian portrait for our front page) 


Entered Larissa. 


Reuter’s indefatigable Special Correspondent 
with the Turkish Army in Thessaly thus clearly 
brought the scene before us: ‘‘The formal entry 
of Edhem Pasha and the Turkish Headquarters’ 
Staff into Larissa took place this morning. There 
was no ceremony or demonstration of any kind, 
but the Ottoman commander was met at the 
bridge outside the town by Grumbkopf Pasha, 
who briefly congratulated him upon the success 
which had attended the Turkish arms. As the 
party advanced through the streets of Larissa it 
was respectfully saluted by the Mussulman popu- 
lation, but no cries or cheers were indulged in. 
“Edhem Pasha dismounted at the Konak, 
which is situated in the chief square, and entered 
without any official formalities. He has taken 
up his residence in the house which was occupied 
by the Greek Crown Prince, and which remained 
as it had been le*t when the town was evacuated, 
The Prince’s apartments were found to be 
sumptuously furnished, the table and bed-room 
appointments being upon the most luxurious 
scale. 

“ Seyfoullah Bey has been promoted to the rank 
of Pasha. He has thoroughly well earned the 
distinction, having displayed indefatigable energy 
and indomitable courage in all the operations in 
which he has been engaged. 

“Iam now able to supplement my account of 
the occupation of Larissa by several interesting 
new details. It appears that when the Turkish 
cavalry, supported by artiliery, approached the 
town, the guns opened fire with the object of 
discovering whether any portion of the Greek 
garrison remained to oppose them. There being | 
no response, two squadrons of cavalry advanced, | 
a third squadron remaining dismounted with the | 
| guns, which continued to fire upon the town. 
The only reply was a desultory musketry fire 
from the prisoners who were liberated from jail 
by the Greeks prior to their flight. 

**Seyfoullah Bey and Grumbkopf Pasha, who | 
| were leading the squadrons, continted to advance 
| at full gallop. When they reached the bridge 

some Mussulman inhabitants called out, ‘Take 
care, the bridge is mined.’ But the two officers, 
instead of drawing rein, crossed the bridge at 
breakneck speed, and were the first Turks to 
enter the town, their troops following hard at 
their heels.’’

News Correspondent) “ seemed an act of sheer 
madness, as I viewed from below the long steep 
incline which the Turkish horsemen attempted 
to ascend in the face of two entrenchments of 
infantry, some two hundred rifles in all. The 
Greeks speak with emotion of the gallantry of 
the enemy at this point. Yet very few of these 
horsemen succeeded in approaching within two 
hundred yards of the nearest Greek lines, and 


wheat fields were dotted with fallen men and 
horses. 
Colonel Smolenski Lauded. 


“ Their splendid work here [wrote the same 
Correspondent from Velestino] proves how great 
is the effect of able commanders, like Colonels 
Smolenski and Jannikosta, upon disheartened 
troops. <As far as I have been able to gather 
from the troops here and at Pharsala, Colonel 
Smolenski is the sole man indicated as the 
Commander of the Greek army of Thessaly who 
can inspire the army with the confidence 
necessary to recover the lost ground. ... 

“ Colonel Smolenski probably leaves to-night 
[Saturday last] for Pharsala to assume his new 
and arduous duties as Chief of the General Staff, 
or virtual Commander-in-Chief of the army of 
Thessaly. His appointment was made out 
several days ago, but as he was engaged with 
the enemy at Velestino, it did not seem wise to 
make any changes for the moment. He will 
probably appoint as his successor in command of 
the Second Brigade Colonel Jannikosta, hitherto 
commanding the Eighth Infantry, who is dis- 
tinguished by sterling military qualities, and a 
man after Colonel Smotenski’s own heart. ‘The 
Eighth is considered one of the crack regiments, 
| owing to his personality and the regimental staff 
| which he carefully selected. 
| ** Colonel Smolenski himself is a man of great 
| ability, sound judgment, coolness, and personal

The Greek Retreat to Arta. 


_ ‘When we reached Hanopoulo we found 
Colonel Botzaris helpless, surrounded by many 
officers equally helpless, for nothing would arrest 
the stolid progress of the great mass of men 
steadily trudging towards the bridge. It was 
the most lamentable sight I ever witnessed. As 
we went on we found the roads blocked by thou- 
sands upon thousands of sheep and cattle. and by 
all the peasantry of the country-side—so rapidly 
does a panic spread. 

‘ We found the Arta bridge blocked by the 
crossing of the artillery. We had a long wait, 
but at length reached the town, which was all 
astir and panic-stricken at three in the morning. 
IT was obliged to stay a few hours to rest my 
horses after twenty-three hours’ work before 
coming on here.” 

Hifzi Pasha. commanding the Turkish troops 
at Janina, telegraphed to Constantinople on 
April 30: ‘* The Ottoman troops, after an engage- 
ment with the enemy, occupied the heights 
dominating Caravan-Serai. The Greeks fled by 
way of Kumuzades. A battalion of Greek 
infantry with some guns was sighted in the 
direction of Istios, but was compelled to with- 
draw after the Greek retreat from Caravan- 
Serai.” 

The Recall of Colonel Vassos 
from Crete was reported on Tuesday, and it was 
stated that Colonel Staikos would replace him. 


French Sailors at Volo. 

From Volo (of which a Sketch is given) we 
learnt last Monday that the port was calmer that 
day, owing to the ‘arrival of the Greek Eastern 
squadron, one French war-ship, one British, aud 
one Italian. Two hundred French sailors patrolled 
the streets, and this helped to reassure the 
inhabitants. More than a hundred strong-boxes, 
containing the funds belonging to the Greek

courage, and succeeds in inspiring confidence 
into the troops under his command. 
strategist he has, of course, yet to make a name 
for himself, but in the limited command assigned 
to him hitherto at Reveni he has given great 
promise of talent and steadiness, and it is just 
such qualities that the Greek army, disheartened 
while yet unbeaten, required in its commander.” 


Turkish Victory in Epirus. 


Once again did a Daily News War Corre- 
spondent distinguish himself by narrating with 
nervous force the inexplicable fresh stampede of 
the Greek forces near Janina. This smart journal- 
ist made an eighty-mile journey on horseback 
from Pente Pigadia to Agrinion, whence he took 
train to Patras to ‘‘wire’’ his despatch to the 
Daily News. He had another mournful story of 
panic to tell. But first he described the severe 
fight which occurred on ‘Thursday afternoon, 
April 29, when the Grecks held a table-topped 
hill facing Janina, and the crest of a mountain 
on the right of the road through the pass— 

“The Turks’ fire, which was easily distinguish- 
able from ours by reason of the sharper crack 
of the Martini-Henry, was much hotter than 
heretofore, and developing in the space of a 


| quarter of an hour to the most terrific roar 


of musketry I have ever heard in any battle. 
This withering fusilade was maintained for 
three - quarters of an hour, the Turks mean- 
while massing on the slopes on our right 
front, preparatory to rushing up the hill 
through the thick cover. Yet our guns on the 
central hill were silent, and after twenty minutes 
were hurriedly withdrawn. I asked a sergeant— 
I could see no officer—where they were going. 
He replied vaguely, ‘To a better position.’ As 
a matter of fact, they were being romped back 
to Hanopoulo as fast as mules could take them. 
“The position was taken. Nothing remained 
for us on the central hill but to make good our

THE PRUNCESS’S LETTER. 


HERE was once a Princess who, when the 
poor complained they “had no bread,” 
suggested cake. The Princess of Wales 
knows the needs of the poor better. 

H.R.H. has a Jarger heart and a clearer brain, 
and wishes at the forthcoming Diamond Jubilee 
of our noble Queen that the very poorest shall take 
some interest in the festivities. Beloved by the 
highest, and admired by the lowliest, no Princess 
ever lived who has won more enduring popularity 
than the Princess of Wales. If the fund she 
proposed in the touching letter quoted on the 
present page does not accomplish all she 
wishes, though I heartily truss it may, it will 
prove an extraordinary stimulant. For example, 
the Mayor of Newcastle, with the help of two or 
three wealthy friends, intends to provide a dinner 
for 10,000 poor. It is gratifying, indeed, to feel 
that the British reputation for benevolence will 
be especially upheld at the Royal Jubilee. The 

glow of national gladness will be felt in the most 
obseure corners of the Empire, and will bring 
sunshine and hope to many a miserable London 
home and to many a weary outcast—grace to 
the kindly and considerate letters of the Prince 
and Princess of Wales. ` 

Prosperity of British Trade 
was the keynote of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach’s 
lucid Budget speech on April 29. The Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer had the satisfaction of 
stating that whereas the ‘‘total value of our 
foreign trade in 1895 was £702,500,000,”’ last 
year it was £738,000,000. Our Home trade is 
not less flourishing. Sir Michael said: ‘‘ The 
result is that. my forecast of revenue, which was 
£100,480,000, has been considerably exceede 1. The 
revenue is £103,950,000, an excess of £3,470,000.” 
But the most eloquent use of figures by the right 
honourable Baronet was in his interesting com- 
parison of the finances immediately prior to the 
Queen’s accession with those of the present 
Hundred-Millions-Budget times. For example, 
speaking of Savings Banks deposits, he stated 
that— 

In 1836 these were £18,750,000, placed there by 598,009 
persons ; last yearthey amounted to £155,000,000, placed 
thore by 8,396,000 persons. 

With regard to the ensuing year, he estimated 
2 “total revenue of £103,360,000, as against an 
expenditure of £101,791,000. That appears to 
show that T have £1,569,000 to dispose of, but 
I am afraid I have a disappointment in store 
for those who may anticipate that this would 
be applied to the reduction of taxation.” 
Of this surplus, indeed, the Chuncellor of the 
Exchequer devoted half a million to the Navy ; 
£200,000 te additions to the garrison in South 
Africa; n small portion to the entertainment 
of our State Jubilee visitors ; and a further sum 
to carry ont the Post Office reforms suggested by 
the Duke of Norfolk, such as the delivery of 
telegrams by night as well as by day in London, 
and the reduction of the foreign and colonial 
letter postage to twopence, of the parcels post 
rate to a penny a pound (instead of three-half- 
pence) above one pound. As our Imperial 
defences need this huge expenditure, it is to be 
earnestly hoped that the London County Council 
and School Board will at last see that strict 
economy is effected, so that the shamefully 
oppressive local taxation may, at least, be 
reduced. 

Mr. Chamberlain’s Philippic 
against Sir William Harcourt, Apropos of the 
latter’s remonstrance with the Colonial Secre- 
tary on account of his alleged bellicose speeches 
against the Boers, imparted unwonted vivacity 
to the Budget debate. Albeit the Jameson Raid 
was inevery way to be deplored, Mr. Chamberlain. 
came to the point when he significantly pointed 
out to the House that in Kruger-land— 


Armaments are still going on, batteries of artillery, 
Maxim guns, millions and millions of rounds of ammu- 
nition, hundreds of thousands of rifles have, to our know- 
ledge, been imported into the Transvaal and ordered from 
foreign countries and this country. (Ministerial cheers.) 
Under these circumstance, what is this country todo? Is 
it an aggressive or a warlike operation if we think it 
necessary to reinforce our garrison in South Africa and to 
bring it to something nearet a fair proportion in regard 
to those operations to which I have referred. (Ministerial 
cheers. 

No, itis not. The firm words of Mr. Chamber- 
lain, and the strengthening of the British forces 
in South Africa, are simply reminders that Oom 
Paul must abide by the spirit as well as the letter 
of the London Convention, the terms of which he 
has beən breaking—or must take the con- 
seguences. England cannot be trifled with any 
longer.

Cream-Making Machine. 

The subjoined sketch is almost a full answer to the 
query, “ What good is mechanical milk and cream separ- 
ating?” The dairymaid sitting there is using a separator 
that costs in the first instance £9. She simply pours into 
the upper receptacle the milk that has just been drawn 
from the cows. She then sits down, takes hold of 
and pulls a strap, causing the machine to revolve 
about 6500 times per minute, and in three or four 
minutes the separating is complete, the milk running off 
by one of the spouts and the cream. by the other. The 
method is économical ; it saves time and labour ; it saves 
the use of cream-pans and of settir g up milk on the shelves 
in the dairy to stand till the cream rises. It completely 
separates the cream or butter-fat from the watery com- 
position and the } 

People who go in for butter solely must find the separator 

a decided advantage over the older method of skimming. 

There is this to be said against it: separated milk is of very 

little value for pig-feeding. It has not much nutritive 
atter left in it.

PILLSBURY VICTORIOUS. 


All’s well that ends well. and a most interesting and 
| sportsmanlike match has ended with a creditable result to 
both contestants. It must be considered to’ be in accordance 
with the fitness of things that Pillsbury should remain the 
victor. At the same time, however, his opponent, 
Showalter, by scoring eight games to Pillsbury’s ten, 
has shown that though he lost the match by two games, 
yet he was able almost to hold his own against one of the 
finest players of medern times. The twenty-first game 
appended, the last game of the match, by which Pillsbury 
scored the requisite tenth victory, may serve as a good 
illustration of the way in which a King’s side attack can be 
got up on the Queen’s side opening.

HOW JHE WORLD WAGS. 


ER MAJESTY’S RETURN TO WINDSORCASTLE 
on April 30, accompanied by Princess Henry of 
Battenberg and her two youngest children and by 
Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein, has in- 
fused fresh life into the Royal borough. On Satur- 

day morning last Princess Christian of Schleswig-Holstein 
visited Her Majesty, and afterwards returned to Cumber- 
land Lodge with her daughter, Princess Victoria. Saturday 
was the anniversary of the birth of the Duke of Connaught, 
who with the Duchess, Prince Arthur and Princesses 
Margaret and Victoria Patricia, and the Duchess Charlotte 
of Oldenburg, arrived at the Castle. 


The Queen Received Lord Salisbury and the 
New American Minister at Windsor Castle last 
Monday. Colonel John Hay was accompanied by Mrs. 
Hay, who had the honour to be presented to Her Majesty 
by the Dowager Countess‘of Erroll, Lo-Feng-Luh and M. de 
Soveral were also introduced to an audience of Her Majesty, 
and presented their credentials as Ministers from China and 
Portugal respectively. The Queen held a Council at half- 
past three o’clock, at which were present the Duke of 
Devonshire, K.G., Lord President of the Council; Viscount 
Cross, G.C.B., Lord Privy Seal; and the Right Hon. Lord 
Arthur Hill, M.P., Comptroller of the Household. Sir 
Charles Lennox Peel, K.C.B., was in attendance as Clerk of 
the Council. 


The Prince and Princess of Wales. — The 
Prince of Wales presided ut the annual meeting of the 
Governing body and afterwards at the general meeting of 
the Fellows of the Imperial Institute last Saturday after- 
noon. H.R.H. subsequently inspected the arrangements 
for the coming Yachting and Fisheries Exhibition. The 
Princess of Wales, accompanied by Princess Victoria, left 
Marlborough House the same day for Sandringham, and 
paid a visit to the Duchess of York at York Cottage, whom, 
with the baby, she found satisfactorily progressing. The 
Prince joined the Princess at Sandringham on Monday. 


The First May Drawing-Room was held at 
Buckingham Palace on Tuesday by Princess Christian. 


The Illness of Princess Mary, the Duchess 
of Teck, occasioned general regret. Dr. Cardell, Mayor 
of Richmond, speaking on Monday night at a public dinner 
at Kew, referred to the public anxiety caused by the news 
of the Duchess of Teck’s condition, and read the following 
telegram which he had just received from the Duke— 
“Thanks for kind inquiries. It is a very bad case, but 
hope has come, and I trust that recovery will come in due 
course.” : 


The Duke of Cambridge Visited West 
Norwood last Monday afternoon and opened a new 
wing which has been added to the Jews’ Hospital and 
Orphan Asylum, Knight’s Hill Road. The Dake was 
received in the Central Hall by the Chief Rabbi, Mr. C. E. 
Tritton, M.P., Mr. D. D. Henraques, Mr. D. Marks 
(treasurers of the institution), and Mr. A. Raphael 
(Head Master). The ceremonial took place in the 
Centenary Hall, which forms part of the new building. 
The chair was taken by the Lord Mayor (Alderman G. 
Faudel-Phillips, President of the Board of Management), 
who, accompanied by the Lady Mayoress, drove down in 
state from the Mansion House. 


Mr. and Mrs. Bayard, accompanied by Sir James 
Blyth and a large number of ladies and gentlemen, left 
St. Pancras by special train on Tuesday morning for the 
purpose of visiting the Blythwood Dairy and inspecting the 
herd of Jersey cattle, the flock of Southdown sheep, and 
the stud of shire horses on the Blythwood farms. The dis- 
tinguished Americans will be received by Mr. Ind, the High 
Sheriff of Essex, Mr. Charles Gold, the member for the 
division, and Sir Walter Gilbey. 


Lord Salisbury, writing in acknowledgment of a 
letter from the Ulster Land Committee, complaining of 
excessive Irish rents, and of the administration of the Land 
Acts, states that he will carefully consider the views of the 
committee. 


The New Employers’ Liability Bill.—In the 
House of Commons, last Monday, the Home Secretary 
introduced on behalf of the Government the new Employers’ 
Liability Bill. The Government had, he said, two alterna- 
tives before them—that of adopting something like the 
provisions of Mr. Asquith’s Bill of 1993, adding to it the 
power of contracting out, and that of a scheme of general 
compensation under proper safeguards. They had chosen 
the latter course. The Bill did not explicitly deal with the 
Employers’ Liability Act of 1880. It left it entirely un- 
touched, and it applied only to employment in or about 
railway, factory, mining, quarry, and engineering works. 
The Bill was brought in and read a first time. ‘The 
Merchant Shipping (Undermanning) Bill was read a second 
time and referred to the Standing Committee on Trade. 


France and Morocco.—We hear from Tangiers 
that the troubles on the Algerian frontier are causing the 
Moorish Government great anxiety. It is feared that 
French troops may enter Moorish territory before the 
special Moorish Mission leaves for Paris. The Governor 
of Ujda has sent an express messenger urgently demand- 
ing reinforcements. : 


The Emperor Menelik of Abyssinia on 
March 28 last appointed the Swiss engineer, M. Ilg, his 
Prime Minister and Imperial State Councillor, with the 
title of Excellency, M. Lagarde, late Special Envoy from 
France to Abyssinia, has been made Duke of Entoto, his 
nine colleagues all receiving distinctions according to their 
merits. M. Mondon, a French journalist in Abyssinia, has 
received the title of Councillor of Public Instruction as a 
reward for his services, especially in the postal department. 


The Troops for South Africa.—The Admiralty 
has concluded arrangements for the transport of the 
Brigade of Royal Artillery ordered to South Africa. Two 
transports have been found necessary, as the three field 
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batteries are taking out their own guns, ammunition, 
stores, and horses. The contingent will number 520 officers 
and men, with 414 horses, and 18 guns. The ships 
chartered for the service are the Dilwara, 5441 tons, 
and the Jelunga, 5186 tons, both of the British India 
Company’s service. They are being fitted out by the 
Admiralty for cavalry in the Albert Docks, where they 
will embark the majority of troops about May 12, the 
remainder joining the ships at Southampton. It is 
believed that yet another infantry regiment of the line will 
be sent out to South Africa before long, and the Admiralty 
will have no difficulty in finding transports.

The Pretoria newspapers, including the 
semi-oflicial Press, express disapproval of this step. 


The Personality of the Turkish Minister for 
War, Riza Pasha, is but little known in Western 
Europe, but those who are 
most intimate with him do 
not give him much of the 
credit of the recent suc- 
cesses which have attended 
the Turkish arms. It is 
said by those who are inti- 
mately acquainted with the 
inner workings of affairs 
at Stamboul that the real 
cause of the Turkish suc- 
cesses (apart, of course, 
from the desperate valour 
with which its troops still 
follow the green banner of 
the Prophet) is the advice 
of two Germans, pupils of 
Von Moltke, Grumbkoff 
Pasha and Kamphovener 
Pasha. By permission of 
the German Emperor these 
two officers have re-organ- 
ised the Turkish Army on 
the German model, and another Sédan has resulted. 


The Earthquake in the West Indies.—The 
New York Herald publishes a despatch from its Kingston 
correspondent giving some particulars of the disastrous 
earthquake which occurred on April 29 in the West Indies. 
The correspondent states that the fatalities are numbered 
z hundreds, and that great damage was done. The island 
of Montserrat appears to have n the centre of the 
seismic disturbance, though the majority of the fatalities 
occurred in the island of Guadeloupe. ‘The shock was 
accompanied by a tidal wave. The island of Antigua also 
suffered severely. 


Samory and the British.—We learn from Cape 
Coast Castle that the Governor, Sir W. E. Maxwell, has 
received disquieting intelligence from the Gold Coast 
Hinterland. For some time past Lieutenant Henderson, 
R.N., the Governor’s private secretary, has been in the 
Hinterland in the capacity of Commissioner, and has been 
making treaties and friendly arrangements with the native 
chiefs. There appears to be little doubt that a disaster has 
befallen Lieutenant Henderson’s party. Reports which have 
reached the Governor say that the mission was attacked by 
Samory at Wa early in April. Authentic details are want- 
ing, but the Governor has heard with regret that Mr. 
Ferguson was severely wounded. Dr. Kennedy, who was 
with the party, is said to have died of fever at Wa, on 
April 3. The situation is considered serious, and the 
Governor, who left for Accra on May 1, has obtained a con- 
siderable reinforcement of Hausa troops under Inspector- 
General Mitchell, from Lagos. 


Freemasonry and the Jubilee.—The Prince of 
Wales has decided to convene a special Grand Lodge of 
Freemasons at the Royal Albert Hall, South Kensington, 
on Monday, June 14, in celebration of Her Majesty’s 
Diamond Jubilee. He will preside as Most Worshipful 
Grand Master, and it is expected that the Duke of 
Connaught, Prov.G.M. of Sussex, will be present, as well 
as many other distinguished Freemasons. The function 
will be similar in character to that held by the 
Grand Lodge on the occasion of the Jubilee celebration 
on the same day ten years ago, and only brethren 
provided with tickets will be admitted. ere will 
be a procession of Grand Officers to the hall from 
the clothing-room, and on the Prince reaching the 
throne a fanfare will be sounded and a grand march played 
on the organ. The Grand Master SE explained the 
object of the assembly, it is expected that the Earl of 
Lathom, Pro-Grand Master, will move an address of con- 
gratulation to Her Majesty, which will be seconded by Earl 
Amherst, as Deputy Grand Master. It is understood that 
the Grand Master will make sixty appointments to Grand 
Office, divided between the metropolis, the provinces, and 
districts abroad. The meeting is likely to be one of the 
most important ever held in the history of the craft, the 
Queen being the daughter of a Grand Master of Free- 
masons and a large contributor to Masonic charities.

The Brighton Slander Case, heard before 
Mr. Justice Hawkins at the Strand Law Courts, provided 
a P.1.P. Artist with a budget of portraits.

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Mr. John Bromley, is a professional musician, living at 
Stanley Villa, Hassocks, near Brighton. He set forth in 
his statement of elaim that the defendant, Mrs. Davidson, 
wife of Mr. Louis Davidson, of Adelaide Crescent, Brighton, 
had employed him to attend at her house in-his professional 
capacity. He alleged that sheyin March 1895, and upon other 
occasions, said, “1 have heard a rumour that Mr. Bromley 
has kept an immoral establishment, and that he has been 
three weeks in jail fer deserting his wife and family, and 
that he has grossly ill-treated his wife.” Defendant 
pleaded that # spoken, the words were spoken without 
muice, andin the honest belief that they were true; and 
that the oseasion was a privileged one. Mr. L. Walton 
said that there was not now upon the record any plea in 
justification of the slander. Piaintiff was a pianist and 
singer, and a gentleman of high education; at one 
time he had been employed by shipbrokers in the City. 
For some ‘time- he-had a considerable number of pro- 
fessional engagements, chiefly of a social character. 
He was invited to the houses of gentlemen as a guest, 
being received upon the same footing as the other 
guests; and-in the course of the evening he was asked 
to sing or play for the entertainment of the company. 
Mr. and Mrs, Davidson were people of considerable position 
in society ; they-had a house in Hyde Park Square, another 
at Brighton, ang they entertained largely. If the state- 
ments made by the defendant were true, they would 
properly close every respectable house against plaintiff. 
They now knew that there was no avowed foundation for 
these serious allegations which this lady made other than 
mere idle rumour, Plaintiff was cilled, and denied all the 
allegations. Mr. Justice Hawkins on Tuesday last summed 
up the case, and the jury gave a verdict for the plaintiff, 
damages £500, but execution was stayed with a view to an 
appeal. 

The Reassembling of the Judges at the 
Strand Law Courts was notable for one thing. The 
new Judge, Mr. Justice Ridley, took his seat for the first 
time on the Beneh. He is held in high respect, as is his 
brother, Sir Matthew White Ridley. He was appointed to 
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fill the vacancy caused by the retirement of Mr. Justice 
Charles. Although not a familiar figure at the Bar for 
some years, he has borne a high reputation in the profession 
as an Official Referee. There was no ceremony observed, 
and his Lordship at once proceeded with the first common 
jury action in his list. The Lord Chief Justice, Lord 
Russell of Kitlowen, who was absent for some time during 
the last sittings from ill-health, was, fortunately, able to 
resume work, and proceeded in his own Court with the trial 
of a commercial ease.

‘“ When my last despatch was sent off from the 
Greek position in front of Tyrnavos on Friday 
night, the result of the day’s fighting was that 
the Greeks had gained ground on the left, their 
centre remaining stationary, but that on the 
Greek right the Turks had advanced nearly two 
miles on the village of Kutavi. After it was 
thought the fighting for the day had ended— 
about half - past six o’clock—two Turkish 
batteries on the left opened a furious fire upon 
Kutavi and Deliler, while the Turkish infantry 
in the same direction was reinforced by two 
battalions, which began a sustained fusillade on 
General Mavromichalis’ infantry and a mountain 
battery posted between Kutavi and Deliler. 

“The Greek fire presently slackened, and, so 
far as could be gathered from our point of view, 
it was believed that the struggle between the 
infantry forces engaged remained undecided. 

**Suddenly, however, a strong force of Turkish 
cavalry made a rush from behind the wooded 
surroundings of Kutavi and joined several other 
squadrons of ‘Turkish cavalry, which had 
evidently pushed on from Dereli, in the Vale of 
Tempe. ‘The inyading Turkish divisions from 
Nezero and Rapsani thus joined hands. Almost 
immediately afterwards the villages of Kutavi 
and Deliler were set on fire, and the day’s 
operations terminated amidst a lurid glow from 
the burning houses.” j 


The Retreat from Tyrnavos. 

At Tyrnavos, on that memorable Friday night, 
April 23, Reuter’s alert agent learnt with 
astonishment that ‘‘the whole Greek army was 
in full retreat, the last regiments of the left 
wing having already gone through, while the 
centre and the right wing were marching on 
Larissa by the Kazaklar road, on which the head- 
quarters of the Greek army, with the Crown 
Prince and General Macris, had been stationed. 

‘‘ The retreat had evidently been decided upon 
about eight o’clock, for at 8.30 the Foreign 
Legion, which had been held in reserve, was 
ordered to fall back on Larissa, which it did in 
good order, arriving about midnight. The 
reason for the retreat, no doubt, was that the 
right wing, commanded by General Mavromi- 
chalis, had been outflanked and dangerously 
threatened by the Turkish advance from the 
Vale of Tempe, and further, that the left had 
been turned by the Turks driving back the 
Greek division operating up in the mountains at 
Kurtsiovali. My wagon had gone to Larissa, 
carrying despatches, so Lieutenant Western and 
[ resolved to walk.” 


The Retiring Greeks Viewed from the 
Carriage of the “I.L.N.’s” Artist. 
‘Clearing Tyrnavos by midnight, we over- 

took the carriage of the Corresgondent of the

Illustrated London News, in which I was offered a 
place. A mile farther on we came up with the 
Greek infantry, marching in straggling order. 
They were footsore and grimy from their four 
days’ work in the trenches and the rifle-pits, 
and their long exposure to the shell-fire of 
the enemy had been enough to unnerve more 
scasoned soldiers. In their ranks there was at 
first a weird silence, which contrasted signifi- 
cantly with the incessant chattering in which 
thé Greek soldiers usually indulged. 

“The night was very dark, so dark, indeed, 
that the stars seemed to burn holes in the black 
curtain of the sky overhead. Away to the 
south-east, a red glare indicated where the vil- 
lages of Kutavi and Deliler were still burning. 


As we proceeded we passed several batteries of 
the Greek artillery, mule trains, carts, and 
wagons laden with household effects, and bands 
of crying villagers... The women and children 
were in a pitiable condition, and all, soldiers and 
civilians, were hopelessly mixed, the order of 
retreat having been completely lost. Men of all 
arms were intermingled, and the confusion was 
increased by the shouts and rushes of the Evzones 
and irregulars in every sort of strange dress. 

“ The retreat had become a. rout. Our 
carriage was picking its way through a crowd 
of desperate men, crying women and children 
horses and donkeys overburdened and creeping 
at asnail’s pace or prancing in nervous fright, 
and I had just remarked to the Zimes corre- 


spondent, who had joined our carriage, having 
lost his horse and baggage, that the Greeks at 
the mouth of the Bougasi Pass seemed to be 
signalling to Larissa with the night heliograph; 
when suddenly, above the din of the confused 
masses in the road and adjoining fields, there 


came a roar, sharpening into a fierce, sustained 
yell; rolling with lightning speed from the 
distant rear. ‘There was no rearguard, and, so 
far as I had observed, no screen of cavalry 
covered the retreat. In a few moments, above 
all the noise and shouting, could be distinguished 


prolonged cries of 


‘The Turks are upon Us!’ 
“One had hardly time to realise what was 


happening when a dozen or more horsemen, 
accompanied by a few riderless steeds, appeared 
on the left ‘at full gallop, shouting in a perfect 
frenzy, ‘Run, run! the Turks are here.’ Up 
into the night air then arose an agonised roar, 
fairly paralysing the imagination, and destined 
to remain in the memory for ever. . The stampede 
was instantaneous. The animals were lashed by 
the men. , Women, children, and soidiers pell- 
mell made one mad rush forward. 3 

‘t Many fell and were trampled to death. 
Vehicles of every description were overturned, 
mixing together in inextricable confusion, 
bedding, furniture, ammunition, horses, don- 
keys, oxen, buffaloes, in the depths of the black 


night. On the left other horsemen presently 
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appeared, urging on their mad career. One 
story now circulated is that they were zeully Cir- 
cassian cavalry who had debouched from the 
Bougasi Pass, and had actually intermingled 
with a straggling Greek mounted troop. Per- 
sonally, I am inclined to disbelieve this and to 
conclude that. the stampede was simply caused 
by fear and wild imaginings. ; 

«At the side of our carriage two infantry 
soldiers appeared, their faces blanched with 
terror. They jumped on the step. When we 
tried to keep them out, one levelled his rifle. 
Then, suddenly, their weight 


Overbalanced the Vehicle, > 


which overturned and was smashed to pieces, all 
the oceupants, including the Times correspondent 
and myself, being thrown out. My leg was 
pinned down by the broken timbers, but I some- 
how managed to release it and join the Times 
correspondent. All the others had disappeared 
in the darkness. 

“ Then began a perfect pandemonium. In 
their insane terror, soldiers, irregulars, and 
armed peasants commenced to fire their rifles in 
all directions. From front and rear, right and 
left, bullets whizzed, the reports being scarcely 
heard above the roar of human voices and the 
screaming of the terror-stricken animals. I had 
been through the battle of the Shipka Pass, and 
in the hottest part of the fighting at Plevna, but 
never before had I witnessed such wild firing as 
now took place. The whole-place was lit by the 
constant flashes. 


Five Newspaper Correspondents 


were involved in the stampede, and all 
miraculously escaped. They were the repre- 
sentatives of the Times, Illustrated London News, 
and Manchester Guardian ; Lieutenant Western, 
who is acting as correspondent for a newspaper 
in Stockholm, and myself. The correspondent 
of the Daily Chronicle remained for the night at 
Tyrnavos, hanging a Union Jack out of his 
window in case the Turks might actually appear. 
He arrived all right in the morning at Larissa, 
where the other correspondents had been from an 
early hour. [Fhe Daily News correspondent also 
remained the night in Tyrnavos, and most ex- 
peditiously sent off his despatch describing the 
route on the following Sunday morning from 
Volo, thus preserving the Daily News’ well- 
earned pre-eminence as a rapid war chronicler. ] 
‘The Times correspondent on Friday evening lost 
his horses and baggage, while the representative 
of the Lilestrated London News lost all his sketches, 
baggage, money, and manuscripts.”’ 


The Retreat to Pharsala and Volo 
from Larissa. 


On that fateful Saturday, April 24, a special 
train conveyed the Crown Prince and his staff 
from Larissa to Pharsala, vid Velestino, where 
Colonel Smolenski, the able new Greek Com- 
mander, defeated Turkish attacks on the last 
days of April. 

“ When the determination to abandon Larissa 
was made known, another stampede of the civil 
population occurred. Women, children, and 
even men went about drawing their hands across 
their throats to show what might be expected 
from the Turks if they arrived [But the admir- 
able behaviour of the Turks when they did 
reach Larissa restored confidence in the few 
residents who had remained]; and in an in- 
credibly short space of time the roads leading 
west and south to Volo and Pharsala were 
crowded with the panic-stricken population, 
vehicles and animals of every description bearing 
household effects, while less fortunate fugitives 
carried bundles of such things as they had been 
able to save on their backs. It was lamentable 
to hear even the most wretched of these fugitives 
deploring the fate of ‘Poor Greece,’ being evi- 
dently quite as much concerned on account of 
the national disaster as of their own individual 
ruin.”
